British .only . partially].acoomplished 
their work of destruction of the pa- 
triots' stores, when .they commenced 
their retreat towards Boston. This was 
tbe signal for the brave yeomanry of 
the surrounding country. 
Posting 


themselves behind honses.barns, stone 
fences and trees, they poured an unre- 
mittiag and deadly fire on tbe retreat- 
ing army. Even tottering old men and 
boye not yet in their teens hastened to 
strikeablow for their country. The 
ranks of the red coate were speedily 
thinned under the continuous flre 
which they were unable to return with 
effeet,and in fact they would have been 
entirely out o£f but for a timely rein- 
forcement of 1,000 men under Lord 
Percy. The British loss.in killed and 
wounded was over 800, while the Amer- 
icans lost less than a quarter of that 
number. 


Thus waa tbe first battle of the Revo- 


lution fought 124 years ago to-day, 
when the first blow for American lib- 
erty wai etruok and the first blood 
shed in tbe war which continued for 
more than seven years thereafter. Tbe 
battle of that day was the rallying cry 
for tbe States, and was the immediate 
cause of the act of perpetual union 
which was passed on the twentieth day 
of the following May. "Concord, Lex- 
ington and Bunker Hill" was the rally- 
ing cry in the American army for yearn 
after the commencement of ths war, as 
was "Remember the Maine" the shib- 
boleth of our boys in blue during the 
late unpleasantness with Spain. While 
landing and encouraging our soldiers 
in the Philippines in 1899, let us hold 
sacred tbe minute men of 1T75.

At the request of a large number of 


onr citizens the JOURNAL publishes a 
full text of the Supreme Court decision 
in the above entitled action. 
The 


opinion wus written by Judge Belknap 
and is as follows: 
| 


The City Council of the oity of Beno 


submitted the question to the eleotors 
whether or not the city should borrow 
the sum of one hundred and fifty 
thousand ($160,000) dollars for the pur- 
pose of procuring water, and the erec 
tiou of water works, for the city, and 
at the same time submitted the ques- 
tion whether or not the city should 
borrow the sum of twenty thousand 
($20,000) dollars for the purpose of 
establishing an electric light plant for 
lighting the streets and booses of the 
oity. 
Both questions having been 


answered in the affirmative, the Coun- 
cil caused the following notice to be 
published : 


"BIDS WANTED." 


"Notice is hereby given that bids 


will be received until 3 o'clock P. at. 
of June 13th, 1898, for the purchase of 
Reno Water Works bonds in the sum 
of $130,000, or any portion thereof, not 
less than $500; also for the purchase 
of Beno Electric Light bonds in the 
sum of $20,000, or any portion thereof, 
not less than tiie snm ot $500; also 
written proposals with plans and spec- 
ifications to construct a water system 
for the oity of Beno, to be paid for 
with bonds of the oity of Beno, at not 
less than their par value** 


"Also for written proposals with 


plans and specifications to construct 
and establish an electric light plant 
for the city Beno, to be paid for with 
the bonds of the oity of Beno at not 
less than their par valae. 


All bids or proposals should be

specifications, were received under the 
notice, and the Council believing that 
the bid of the firm of Sobaw, In«ram, 
Batcher & Co. was the best, were about 
to enter into a contract with that firm 
for a water supply and .water works, 
when this »uit was commenced for the 
mrpoae of enjoining defendants there- 
from. 


Upon the trial a decree was entered 


perpetually 
restraining 
defendants 


'rom entering into the proposed con- 
Tact and also with the Fort Wayne 
electric corporation. 


One of the questions presented by 
he appeal is whether or not it wan the 
duty of the Council to have adopted 
plans and specifications for a water 
lystem before receiving bids. 


Section 16 of the charter provides 
hat all laws not inconsistent shall re- 
main in full force until otherwise pro- 
vided. 


It is claimed under this provision 
hat an Act passed February 9, 3867, 
Stats. 1867, p. 69) requiring Boards of 
bounty Commissioners in letting con- 
racts amounting to $500 to advertise 
nd let them to the lowest responsible 
Bidder, and when plans and apeaifloa- 
ions are to constitute part ot such 
ontract, it shall be stated in the notice 
where the same may be seen, is ap- 
ilicable to the contract in this case, 
nd that it was the duty of the Conn- 
il, in obedience to this law, to have 
dopted plans and specifications, and 
hereafter to have advertised for pro- 
osals. 
The law of 1867 contemplates oom- 
etitive bidding, and to secure that 
nd plans and specifications must be 
dopted before bids are invited, By 
tie terms ot that statute contracts

respect is inconsistent with the charter. 


After the submission of the original 


proposal the Council, npon consulta- 
tion with the firm of Schaw, lugram 
Batcher & Co., proposed that the bi< 
of the firm should be modified by 
omitting the construction of a reser 
voir and pipes leadirg to and from it 
and that in consideration thereof th 
sum of $6,000 should be deducted from 
the contract price. It was shown tha' 
the omission would te to tbu advan 
tage of the city iu several respect? 
The firm consented to the modiflofv 
tion. 


It was the duty of the Council a« 


agent of the oity to protect and ad 
vance its interest. The judgment ol 
the Council was that the modification 
would save the city an unnecessary 
expense of abont 36,000 and improve 
the proposed water system. 
Upon 


these facts no one can complain of the 
action of the Council. 


In the case of the proposed contract 


with the Fort Wayne Electric Corpor- 
ation, it is shown by the pleadings that 
the modifications are unimportant. 


A motion has been made by respon- 


dent to strike from the record an ex- 
hibit containing the original bid ol 
Schaw, Ingram, Batcher & Co., Bled 
with the clerk of the City Conncil 
June 13,1898, and also the findings of 
the court npon the ground that they 
had not been identified by the trial 
judge by his endorsement as having 
been read or referred to upon the 
hearing of the motion for new trial 
Aside from the exhibit itself the testi- 
mony of Mr. Osburn satisfactorily 
shows the difference 
between 
the 


original bid and its modification by 
the firm and Counril. The evidence 
contained in the exhibits is therefore 
merely cumulative, bat the exhibit, 
failing ot identification, should be 
stricken out. 


The findings mentioned in reapon 


dent's notice is the written opinion of 
the judge mentioned in Section 340 ol 
the Civil Practice Act, and is properly 
in the record. The formal findings re- 
ferred to in Section 182 are different 
from the written opinion mentioned in 
Section 340.

By section 35 of the charter it is pro- 
ided that if the Council is authorized 
o issue bonds for water an-l light pur- 
0368 they "shall proceed to publish 
ucb fact and invite written proposals 
ith plans and specifications to con- 
tract such water system, and the per- 
on or corporation offering to provide 
the best permanent system of water 
supply tor the least number or amount 
of said bonds, shall bo deemed the low- 
est or best bidder. * * * * " 


These provisions were framed upon 


a different theory than those governing 
the statute of 1867. 


Bidders are required to furnish their 


own plans and specifications. This re- 
quirement can serve no useful purpose 
and would not have been inserted in 
the charter if contracts were to be 
awarded upon plans aud specifications 
previously determined by the Council. 


Under provisions requiring proposals 


to be awarded to the lowest responsi- 
ble bidder, the board of officers charged 
with the award has no discretion ex- 
cept as to the responsibility of the 
bidder, but the provision ot the charter 
that the bidder offering to furnish the 
best system of water supply for the 
least number of bonds, commits to the 
Conncil a discretionary power to de- 
termine which system is the best, and 
introduces an element inconsistent 
with competitive bidding npon plans 
and specifications previously adopted.
